A New, Thinner iPhone 



Bigger Screens 

The bigger screen moves Apple somewhat 
closer to competing smartphones, but the 
iPhone is still small compared with its main 
rivals. Samsung Electronics Co., Apple’s big- 
gest competitor, has increased the screen 
size of its flagship phone line every year, and 
it’s now 4.8 inches on the diagonal, about 45 
percent larger than the one on the new 
iPhone. The new iPhone is lighter than Sam- 
sung’s new Galaxy SIN. (ap) 


Model 5 to hit stores 
Sept. 21; screen will 
fit extra row of icons 

San Francisco 

Apple on Wednesday revealed that 
its new iPhone will be in stores in 
the U.S. and several other coun- 
tries on Sept. 21. 

The iPhone 5 is 18 percent thin- 
ner and 20 percent lighter than the 
iPhone 4S and a third of an inch 
taller. That provides room for a tall- 
er screen, as expected. That means 
another row of icons will fit on the 
screen, but the phone isn’t wider 
than its predecessors. 

The phone will cost the same as 
the iPhone 4S did when it debuted, 
starting at $199 with a two-year 
contract in the U.S., and preorders 
will start Friday. Meanwhile, the 
price for the iPhone 4S will drop to 
$99 for new contract signers, and 
the iPhone 4 will be free. 


With the new model, Apple is 
ditching the connection port it has 
used for iPods, iPhones and iPads 
for nearly a decade in favor of a 
smaller, narrower one. There will 
be adapters available so the new 
phone will be able to connect to 
sound docks and other accessories 
designed for the old phones. 

The camera on the back of the 
iPhone 5 has the same resolution as 
the one on the iPhone 4S but takes 
pictures faster and works better in 


low light, Apple said. 

The front-facing camera is get- 
ting an upgrade to high-definition, 
letting users take advantage of the 
faster data networks for videocon- 
ferencing. The iPhone 5 will arrive 
with a new version of Apple’s operat- 
ing system, iOS, available for down- 
load to older phones Sept. 19.

President survives 
militant bombing 
that leaves 5 dead 

Mogadishu, Somalia 

Somalia’s new president survived 
an assassination attempt on his 
second day in office when two sui- 
cide bombers blew themselves up 
Wednesday while trying to gain 
access into a heavily guarded hotel 
that is his tempo- 
rary residence, 
officials and wit- 
nesses said. 

The attack 
highlights the 
challenge that 
insecurity caused 
by an Islamist 
insurgency poses 
to Somalia’s fledg- 
ling government, 
which is expect- 
ed to help trans- 
form the east Afri- 
can country from 
being a failed state to one with a 
functioning government. 

The African Union Mission for 


Somalia said one of its soldiers was 
killed when the two suicide attack- 
ers attempted to penetrate the 
Jazeera Hotel where President Has- 
san Sheikh Mohamud and Kenya’s 
foreign minister were giving a news 
conference. Three soldiers were 
wounded in the blast. 

The two suicide bombers set off 
explosions after they were shot by 
soldiers guarding the Jazeera Hotel, 
while another was shot dead as he 
attempted to scale the walls of the 


compound, the African Union Mis- 
sion for Somalia, known as AMI- 
SOM, said in a statement. 

Witnesses say at least one more 
person was killed, bringing the 
death toll to a minimum of five, 
including the three attackers. 

The president, whom parliament 
elected Monday, was undeterred by 
the explosions, AMISOM said. 

Somali parliamentarians were 
tasked with electing a president 
since no election could be held. 


Backstory 

Since 2004, Somalia has been rep- 
resented by a U.N.-approved leader- 
ship structure called the Transition- 
al Federal Government that mostly 
controlled only small parts of Moga- 
dishu. That government has accom- 
plished little, but because African 
Union and Somali troops pushed 
al-Shabab militants out of the capi- 
tal last year, positive momentum is 
building. The international commu- 
nity has supported the election of a 
new president for Somalia, saying 
it’s a step toward moving the coun- 
try out of its failed-state status, (ap) 


given the state of security. 

Al-Shabab, a radical Islamist 
militia that is affiliated with al- 
Qaeda and waging an insurgency 
against the Somali government, 
quickly claimed responsibility for 
the attack. 

African Union forces are helping

In the Beg: The government of India’s capital is hoping that a strict ban on plastic bags will help the environ- 
ment. Starting next week, the manufacture and sale of all types of plastic sheets and bags will be banned in the city, 
a Delhi official said Wednesday. Only bags required for medical waste will be exempt, B.M.S Reddy said. In 2009, 
Delhi banned the use of plastic shopping bags, but authorities have had little success enforcing the ban. (ap)

Russian PM: Free 3 Punk Rockers 


Moscow 

Russian Prime Minister Dmitry 
Medvedev on Wednesday called 
for three members of the punk 
band Pussy Riot to be freed, a sign 
that the women’s release could be 
imminent since their case comes 
up for appeal Oct. 1. 

The band members were con- 
victed in August of “hooliganism 
driven by religious hatred” and sen- 
tenced to two years in prison. 

By being the one to call for the 
women’s release, Medvedev could 
allow Russian President Vladimir 
Putin to put the case behind him 
while not appearing weak. 

The outward appearance of the 
women, who perform in bright-col- 
ored miniskirts, and the “hysteria” 
accompanying them made him sick. 


Backstory 

Three members of the Pussy Riot 
band were arrested for performing 
a raucous prayer inside a Moscow 
cathedral in February, asking Virgin 
Mary to save Russia from Vladimir 
Putin as he headed into the election 
that handed him a third term as presi- 
dent. Celebrities, including Madonna, 
have taken up their cause, which has 
inspired global protests, (ap) 


Medvedev said. But he said keeping 
them in prison any longer would 
be “unproductive.” 

The night before Medvedev 
spoke, state television aired a pro- 
gram denouncing Pussy Riot, as if 
to reinforce that the Kremlin still

Metro Makes Anti-Suicide Push 


System implements 
plan to prevent deaths 
with posters, hotline 

Washington 

A man jumped into the path of an 
Orange Line train at Foggy Bottom 
Metro Station in March. Less than 
two weeks later, a man jumped in 
front of a Red Line train at White 
Flint Station at the tail end of the 
morning commute. Last month, 
a man jumped onto the Red Line 
tracks at Rockville Station. 

All three were killed. Since 
the beginning of 2009, 33 people 
have deliberately jumped in front 


of Metro trains; 26 died. 

As part of a long-discussed sui- 
cide prevention program, Metro 
recently began rolling out a public 
awareness campaign. The transit 
agency is hanging signs and posters 
at station platforms, placing ads on 
trains and buses and giving pub- 
lic service announcements on the 
radio and in newspapers. 

Some signs are already up at sta- 
tions, such as Shady Grove. Metro 
expects 13 stations to have signs 
installed this month, according to 
Dan Stessel, the agency’s spokes- 
man. Eventually, Metro is expected 
to have more than 200 signs total 
at the end of the platforms in all 
86 stations. 


Where it Started 

Metro’s prevention campaign 
was proposed in 2009 follow- 
ing a surge in such suicides that 
year. The program included a 
$250,000 contract awarded last 
year in two phases, covering 
such things as training and com- 
munications components, (twp) 


Metro’s suicide hotline is post- 
ed on the signs: 1-855-320-LIFE 
(5433). 

Stessel acknowledged that these 
efforts “may be limited” if some 
people are truly determined to 
harm themselves, but he said the 
goal is to get this information out 


in the hope that a suicidal person 
might reconsider a fatal decision. 

Metro will also hang about 300 
posters on Metro cars throughout 
the system. The cost of the campaign 
includes $11,415 to produce the 
posters for rail cars and buses and 
$2,890 to produce the radio ad. 

The transit agency is training 
its rail operators, and station man- 
agers are being trained in how to 
identify suicidal behavior. Accord- 
ing to a board presentation earli- 
er this year, 195 train operators 
had been trained by February, and 
they hope to have nearly 900 oper- 
ators and managers trained by the 
beginning of next year, markberman

Tomelden, as an admittedly crude 
but satirical tribute to D.C. Coun- 
cil member Marion Barry’s contro- 
versial comments this year criticiz- 
ing Asian shop owners and Filipino 
nurses. “The Ward 8 Special,” he 
called it. 

“I put it up there for a reason,” 
Tomelden said. “He gets away with 
this stuff continuously.” 

There’s more: Drawn on a chalk- 
board behind the bar was an adver- 
tisement for the punch featuring an 
Asian caricature — bald, with slant- 



ed eyes and buck teeth. “No tickee, 
no punchee,” the sign says. 

The sign was removed Friday 
after a city agen- 
cy threatened to 
drag Tomelden 
before the D.C. 


Commission on 
Human Rights 
in a rare display

Terrible Act' in Libya

Slain Ambassador 

John Christopher “Chris” Stevens, the American 
ambassador killed Tuesday in an attack in Benghazi, 
Libya, was a career diplomat who had served in U.S. mis- 
sions throughout the Middle East and whose last mis- 
sion was focused on supporting a democratic transi- 
tion in the country. Stevens, 52, a longtime Middle East 
expert, had served in Jerusalem, Cairo and Saudi Arabia as well as in Washington. The 
California native had served as the No. 2 diplomat at the U.S. Embassy in Tripoli from 
2007 to 2009. He later served as the U.S. envoy to the Transitional National Council, the 
resistance group that opposed Moammar Gadhaf i. Last year, Stevens described arriv- 
ing in Benghazi in April 2011, when the city was in rebel hands. In January, he was nomi- 
nated for the top job in Libya. Stevens described himself on the U.S. Embassy’s website 
as “fortunate" to have the posting, (the Washington post) 


Furor’s Source? 

The attack on U.S. embassies in the Middle East began Tuesday as protesters cited 
outrage over “The Innocence of Muslims," an obscure movie made in the U.S. Video ex- 
cerpts posted on YouTube in July depict the Prophet Muhammad as a fraud, a woman- 
izer and a madman in an overtly ridiculing way. Reports attributed a man identifying 
himself as Sam Bacile, who described himself to news organizations as an Israeli-born 
Jew who works as a California real estate developer, as the director. Yet his identity re- 
mains a mystery: Bacile is not listed in any directories and is not licensed in California 
as a real estate broker, and Israeli authorities said they have no record of him. (ap/twp) 



Armed mob kills 
4, including U.S. 
envoy, as protests 
ripple in region 

Benghazi, Libya 

A mob armed with guns and grenades 
launched a fiery attack on the U.S. Con- 
sulate, killing the U.S. ambassador 
to Libya and three other Americans. 
President Barack Obama strongly con- 
demned the violence, vowed Wednes- 
day to bring the killers to justice and 
tightened security at diplomatic posts 
around the world. 

The attack that killed Ambassador 
John Christopher Stevens — the first 
U.S. ambassador to die in the line of 
duty since 1979 — came on Tuesday’s 
11th anniversary of the Sept. 11 terrorist 
strike and presented a new foreign pol- 
icy crisis for the U.S. in a region recov- 
ering from months of upheaval. 

“We will not waver in our commit- 
ment to see that justice is done for this 
terrible act,” Obama said. “And make 
no mistake, justice will be done.” 

CNN reported the U.S. Navy was 
moving two armed destroyers off Lib- 
ya’s coast, and a senior Marine offi- 
cial told The Washington Post that the 
Defense Department had dispatched 
two Marine antiterrorism security 
teams to Libya as well. 

While the deadly assault was ini- 
tially blamed on an anti-Islamic You- 
Tube video, U.S. officials say the Obama 
administration is also investigat- 
ing whether it was a planned terror- 
ist strike to mark the anniversary of 
9/11. U.S. intelligence officials said the 
attack on the Benghazi consulate was 
too coordinated to be spontaneous. 

Just before the Benghazi violence, 
protests also flared in Egypt, where 
crowds angry over the film climbed the 
walls of the U.S. Embassy in Cairo and 
tore down an American flag. 

The brazen embassy assaults — 
the first on U.S. diplomatic facilities in 
Libya and Egypt — were signs of the 
lawlessness that has taken hold in the 


two countries after revolutions ousted 
their autocratic regimes and Islamists 
have emerged as powerful forces. 

Stevens, 52, and a consulate staff- 
er died after they and other embas- 
sy employees went to the consulate, a 


one-story villa in Benghazi, to evacu- 
ate staff Tuesday as several thousand 
protesters attacked. 

Gunmen stormed the building, loot- 
ed it and torched it, officials said. 

Hours later, gunmen attacked the 



building the embassy staff had been 
evacuated to. Two more Americans 
were killed and 32 wounded — 14 
Americans and 18 Libyans, he said. 

Libya’s interim president, Moham- 
med el-Megarif, apologized for what 
he called the “cowardly” assault on 
the consulate, which also killed sev- 
eral Libyan security guards. 

In Benghazi, the bloodshed stunned 
many Libyans, especially since Stevens 
was popular among many factions and 
politicians, including Islamists. The 
violence raised worries that further 
protests could spread. 

About 50 protesters burned Amer- 
ican flags outside the U.S. Embassy in 
Tunisia’s capital Wednesday. In Cairo, 
about 200 protesters gathered out- 
side the U.S. Embassy on Wednesday. 
And in Gaza City, dozens of protesters 
carried swords, axes and black flags.

The Legend Grows 


Griffin receives an 
honor as more jump 
on his bandwagon 

The Redskins 

He has whipped the Redskins’ fan 
base into a frenzy. A different foot- 
ball expert sings his praises every 
day, and the official accolades 
began to roll in three days after 
his first pro game. The cover of 
Sports Illustrated bears his image, 
and already an impromptu cele- 
bration move has been named for 
him and is being imitated across 
the country. 

But Robert Griffin III hasn’t 
flinched. At least not in public. 

The NFL on Wednesday 
announced that the Redskins’ 
rookie quarterback earned NFC 
Offensive Player of the Week honors 
after he threw for 320 yards, two 


touchdowns and no interceptions 
while leading his team to a 40-32 
season-opening victory over the 
New Orleans Saints Sunday. 

But for Griffin the honor car- 
ried little weight. 

“It was more than just myself,” 
Griffin said. “All the guys went out 
there and performed at a high level. 
It paid off for us with a win and 
another win, I guess, with offen- 
sive player of the week.” 

Prior to Sunday, no rookie in 
league history had thrown for at 
least 300 yards, two touchdowns 
and no interceptions in his debut 
performance. And his passer rat- 
ing of 139.9 also was a best. 

“What a terrific debut. Very, 
very impressive. As people are say-

Notre Dame jumps 
leagues but keeps 
football independent 


College Sports 

Notre Dame is moving to the Atlan- 
tic Coast Conference — yet keeping 
its football independence. 

The school’s president, the Rev. 
John I. Jenkins, and athletic direc- 
tor Jack Swarbrick joined league 
commissioner John Swofford and 
three ACC presidents for a news 
conference Wednesday announcing 
the Irish’s move from the Big East. 
“This is truly a historic moment 
for the Atlantic Coast Conference,” 
Swofford said. 

The school will play five football 
games annually against the league’s 
programs but will be a full mem- 
ber in all other sports. The Irish 
will have access to the ACC’s non- 
BCS bowl tie-ins. 

The ACC also increased its exit 
fees for league schools to three 
times the annual operation budget 
— which would currently come to 
more than $50 million. Swofford 
said the exit fee goes into effect 
immediately and would apply to 
Notre Dame. 


Thrown for a Loss 

Notre Dame on Wednesday be- 
came the fourth school to leave the 
Big East in the past year. Pittsburgh 
and Syracuse are set to depart the 
Big East for the ACC next year, and 
West Virginia jumped from the Big 
East to the Big 12 this year. The Big 
East is set to become a 12-team, 
four-time-zone football conference, 
starting next season with the addi- 
tion of six schools, including Boise 
State and San Diego State, (ap)

The Small Press Expo is more than an annual gathering of legendary comic artists, aspiring 

cartoonists and rabid fans. It’s a place where comics get the respect they deserve as a true art form. Comics (and their brainy 
cousins, graphic novels) tell stories. And this year, SPX welcomes some of the best storytellers. J This 15th expo features some of 
its biggest names yet, says executive director Warren Bernard. “All these artists together — it’s the Higgs field of comics,” he says, 
referring to an invisible energy field endowing particles in the universe with mass and ... well, it’s really important. J Jaime and 
Gilbert Hernandez (of the long-running cult series “Love & Rockets”) and Daniel Clowes (of “Eightball” and “Ghost World” fame) 
haven’t appeared together since the early ’90s. And Adrian Tomine (“Optic Nerve”) and groundbreaking artist Chris Ware (“Acme 
Novelty Library”) make their first trip to SPX. “It’s going to be epic,” Bernard says. To comics fans, that’s a galactic understatement,

It’s the rare comic that can weave 
superheroes, luchadores, punk girls 
in love and space mechanics into 
intricate, overlapping storylines on 
the level of a Robert Altman film. 

It helps if the comic has run for 
30 years, which is how long Jaime 
Hernandez and his brother, Gilbert 
Hernandez, have been drawing 
“Love & Rockets.” 

The brothers dream up parallel- 
but-unconnected plots and charac- 
ters: Gilbert’s trace several genera- 
tions of a sprawling family from the 
fictional town of Palomar, Mexico. 
Jaime’s stories focus on LA Latinas 
Maggie Chascarrillo and Esperan- 
za “Hope}^” Glass through a lifetime 
of ups and downs, all rendered in 
his distinctive, Dan DeCarlo-esque 
style. (If Betty and Veronica had 
shacked up in a van, they’d look 
like Maggie and Hopey.) 

Over the years, Jaime Hernan- 
dez has introduced other characters, 
including warring factions of female 
superheroes whose serialized adven- 
tures have just been collected into the 
hardback volume “God and Science: 


Return of the Ti-Girls.” (“Gee whiz, 
I just like drawing women in tights,” 
he deadpans.) He’s been at work on 
a third volume of “Love & Rock- 
ets: New Stories,” serials that tack 
on new characters. Still, he always 
comes back to his “babies.” 

“I take care of them, and they 
take care of me,” he says of Maggie 
and Hopey. “If I don’t like the way 
they end up, I fix it. Or, if they’re too 
comfortable, I throw a wrench in.” 

Hopey has had the harder knocks

over the years: a miscarriage, living 
in a sorta-brothel before getting it 
together and becoming a teacher’s 
assistant. Maggie mostly has her 
head screwed on straight. The two 
dated early on, and they remain best 
friends. Their complex relationship 
is the anchor of the series, and it’s so 
realistic that it can be hard to believe 
a guy is writing this. 

“My wife told me I was the most 
feminine heterosexual man she’d 
ever met,” Hernandez says. “My 
brother and I knew that if we were 
going to handle women characters 
or gay characters, we had to do it 
right. It’s a responsibility, in a way. 
It’s our duty.” 

Maggie and Hopey are in their 
40s now. Will fans follow them into 
parenthood? Retirement homes? 

“It’s not over until I’m dead or my 
hand gets cut off,” says Hernandez, 
53. “They die when I die.”

2001 film with director Terry Zwig- 
off) are too-cool verging on cruel. 
“Like a Velvet Glove Cast in Iron” 
(which ran in “Eightball from 1989 
to 1993 and should never, ever be 
brought to live-action life), is hard 
to explain, but it features dirty 
cops, a murderous cult leader and 
the nymphomaniac mother of the 
aforementioned potato lady. 

“My policy for writ- 
ing that was that any- 
thing that made me 
feel uncomfortable 
or too personal, anything 
that felt like the side of your- 
self that you wanted to hide, 
I would go in that direction 
instead of recoiling from it,” 
Clowes says. “That was my guiding 
light throughout the whole thing. 
For myself, it’s a good reason to 
never look at it again.” 

Two decades later, Clowes is 
recognized as a comics legend, but 
he’s also a screenwriter, a graphic 
designer and an illustrator for the 
New Yorker, among other publi- 
cations. (“If you had told me that 
when I was 24, 1 would have fall- 
en backwards out of the panel,” he 
says.) He continues to make new 
comics — he resurrected “Eight- 
ball” last year for its first issue in 
nearly a decade — but says he’s 
done with serials and is sticking 
with full graphic novels, such as 
2010’s “Wilson,” which told one tale 
in several different comic styles. A 
traveling museum show of his work 
just opened in Oakland, Calif, where 
Clowes is based, and will make its 
way to the Corcoran Gallery of Art 
next year. And a new monograph, 
“The Art of Dan Clowes: Modern 
Cartoonist,” offers a scholarly ret- 
rospective of his career. 

“It feels a little like the gold 
watch,” he says of the retrospectives. 
“Like, ‘You’ve done your service 
to the comics community and 
now you must go on. Enjoy your 
retirement.’ ”

Dan Clowes draws some 
very ugly characters: louts, 
drunks, sleazy old guys, a 
woman shaped like a potato 
with a peg leg. 

In one of his early ’90s 
“Eightball” serials (which 
originally ran from 1989 to 2002), 
he addresses this penchant for 
uggos in a story called “Caricature,” 
about a caricaturist.

“That was actually my grand- 
mother,” Clowes, 51, says. “When I 
was a kid, every week we would get 
the TV Guide and I would black 


out everyone’s teeth and draw 
glasses and pimples on them, 
and my grandmother would go. 
Why do you do that?’ ” 

One man’s childhood micro- 


aggression is another’s keen insight 
into the human condition — his 


calling, if you will. 

“I grew up in Chicago, where 
people tend to be unattractive. 
You also see people who are try- 
ing to look glamorous in some way 
and are failing miserably. I think I 
was blessed with vision that was 


too good when I was a kid, where 
I could see everyone’s enlarged 
pores. I was always attracted to that 
idea of seeing the details that peo- 
ple don’t want you to see.” 

Clowes’ characters aren’t always 
the greatest people in the world on 
the inside, either. Enid and Rebec- 
ca, the teenage antiheroes of “Ghost 
World” (which ran in “Eightball” 
from 1993 to 1997 before being

She opened 
for the band years ago and recruited its 
singer, Justin Vernon, to sing as Orpheus 
on “Hadestown.” She’s now touring with 
the band again, playing to some of her 
largest audiences yet. 

Despite the musical acclaim she’s 
drawing, Mitchell still puts story at the 
center of her work.

On “Shepherd,” a harrowing song ofifher 
fourth album, “Young Man in America,” 
Vermont-born singer-songwriter Anais 
Mitchell tells the story of a farmer 
working his harvest while his wife goes 
into labor. Rather than have him stop 
working, she tells him to return to the 
fields: “We both have laboring to do. 
You do yours and I’ll do mine.” After 
finishing for the day, he returns home 
to an unthinkable tragedy. 

“It’s an unbearably sad story,” 
Mitchell says. “It isn’t really anyone’s 
fault, but it has something to do with the 
idea of ‘finishing the job,’ whatever that 
means — these terribly important things 
we neglect in our single-mindedness.” 

“Shepherd” was inspired by the 
1979 novel, “The Soul of Lambs,” by 
Don Mitchell, Anais’ father. “My dad 
taught English for many years as I was 
growing up,” she says, “so words were 
important in our house.” 

Her father plays such an important 
role on “Young Man in America” that 
Mitchell even put an old photograph of 
him on the album cover. “The image 
itself looked really iconic to me,” she 
says. “His two eyes look so different: One 
eye looks scared and wonder-filled, the

Life After Chappelle 


NeaL Brennan co-created 
a comedy phenomenon. 
Now it’s time for his own 
second act — onstage 

Comedy 

Neal Brennan understands that, to 
most people, his being the co-creator 
of “Chappelle’s Show” means nothing. 
“People, when they watch TV, they think 
Dave [Chappelle] is making it all up,” 
Brennan says. “People don’t realize you’re 
funny unless you do it in front of them. 
They have to see it.” So, since the Comedy 
Central sketch show unceremoniously 
ended in 2006, Brennan has dedicated 
himself to stand-up. It’s a second act for 
the writer-director, who’s spent the bulk 
of his career behind the scenes. “Most 
of my new act is racial,” says Brennan, 
who performs at the DC Improv this 
weekend. “It’s just race and girls.” 

On Dave Chappelle 

“You know who loves quoting 
‘Chappelle’s Show’? Dave Chappelle,” 
Brennan says. Chappelle and Brennan 
had a falling out when the series ended 
(Chappelle quit without warning 


Moshe Kasher, in his home. The show has 
a simple premise: They interview (almost) 
only black guys, such as Questlove from 
the Roots, NBA star Blake Griffin and 
Charlie Murphy. (Notable exceptions: 
baseball player Jose Canseco, porn star 
Sasha Grey and Nicole Richie.) “Both 
of us grew up adoring or surrounded 
by black culture,” he says. “Because 
we only interview black people, people 
think it’s racist. I guess it is racist, but 
it’s positive racism.” 

On President Obama 

Brennan met President Barack Obama 
at the White House Correspondents 
Dinner in 2011 and says he seemed like 
a cool, personable guy. “I just wish he 
was better.” Brennan’s dissatisfaction 
with the president is more reflective 
of his views of politics in general. “I 
thought a black president would make a 
difference,” Brennan says. “Maybe what 
I’ve come to realize is that politicians 
are like rice. Whether it’s brown rice 
or white rice, it’s empty calories either

A new bio Looks at the 
Life, briLLiance and ego 
of David Foster WaLLace 


Books 

The best part of a funeral is the evening 
after the service. People have taken off 
their heels and loosened their neckties; 
maybe they’re a little drunk. And that’s 
when the stories of the deceased start 
to flow and those listening get to know 
a person, now gone, that they didn’t 
even know existed. 

Those stories are what give D.T. 


Max’s ^ biography of the late author 
David Foster Wallace^, “Every Love 
Story is a Ghost Story,” shade and 
meaning to a life that tread awfully 
close to the “tortured artist kills self’ 
trope. Wallace was more nuanced 
than that, though, with his relatively 
happy childhood, well-known affinity 
for pot and an ego that volleyed from 
nonexistent to dominating.^ 

While interviewing people for his 
book. Max found that their memories 
of Wallace and their responses to his 
death shifted over time. “People are in 
different stages and moments,” Max 
says. “I wouldn’t say that grief fades, but 


it becomes a different part of someone’s 
life. People want to form the story of 
the person they remember.” 

Wallace was known for his dense, 
heavily annotated prose^, but Max 
deliberately stuck to a simple, unforced, 
almost conversational style. “The 
whole tone of the book is meant to be 
plainspoken,” he says. “There’s no deep 



underscoring when [Wallace] does 
horrible things, and there’s no excessive 
kvelling when ‘Infinite Jest’ is a huge 
success. It’s life. It’s what happens.”

On Sept. 12, 1973, Cher appeared on the 
“Sonny and Cher Comedy Hour” wearing 
not much more than abeaded bikini, a skirt 
and a long headdress of white feathers. 
She looked straight into the camera and 
sang her latest single, “Half-Breed,” 
about a woman who is half Native Amer- 
ican (like Cher herself): “Half-breed, 
how I learned to hate the word.” 

The song was provocative, as was the 
outfit itself, and now the look is featured 
in the National Museum ofWbmen in the 
Arts’ exhibit “Women Who Rock.” 

On one hand, “It’s a play on the cer- 
emonial dress of Native Americans,” 
says Meredith Rutledge-Borger, the 
assistant curator for the Rock and Roll 
Hall of Fame and Museum in Cleveland, 
where the traveling exhibit originated. 
“It’s taking hold of your heritage and 
being proud of it.” On the other hand. 


“it also pushes buttons about hyper- 
sexualizing women, especially native 
or minority women.” 

“Women Who Rock” has a few such 
doubly encoded sorts of getups, includ- 
ing Britney Spears’ nude bodysuit that 
essentially announced her adulthood at 
the 2000 MTV Video Music Awards. 

Many of the pieces in the show, how- 
ever, are easily appreciated at face value 
by hard-core followers as well as casu- 
al fans. They include beloved instru- 
ments, handwritten set lists and loud, 
stretchy, shiny and grimy clothes worn 
by the women who shaped music over 
the past 90 years. All the big, cross-genre 
names are here: Billie Holiday, Diana 
Ross, Janis Joplin, Joan Jett, Madonna 
and, of course. Lady Gaga. 

The exhibit is arranged chronological- 
ly, with cases of stage clothing and acces- 
sories accompanied by text about the 
music of each era. The arrangements of 
costumed mannequins evoke the “First 
Ladies” dresses exhibit from Smith- 
sonian’s American History museum, 
crossed with the flashy kitsch of a 
trip to Madame Tussauds. 

“We didn’t want this to be

a fashion show,” Rutledge-Borger says. 
“But it’s hard to escape. For performers 
onstage, a huge part of the performance 
is what they’re wearing.” 

That’s especially true for Gaga, who 
is represented with her own small room 
containing the upright piano she grew 
up playing (she learned to walk by pull- 
ing herself up on its legs). Further in 
the show, there’s also the sparkly green 
Armani that Gaga wore to the 2010 
Grammys. And then there’s the meat 
dress: The once-raw 25 pounds of Argen- 
tinian beef were dried on a plaster model, 
then painted red for a “fresh” appear- 
ance (it had been the color of jerky, and 
smelled of formaldehyde). 

Safely encapsulated in a glass dis- 
play, the dress now gives off no odor (at 
least, not discernible to visitors). But 
“we were afraid,” Rutledge-Borger 
says, laughing. “We were very, very

'Arbitrage' director 
explores the internal 
battle between having 
it all and having a soul

Writer-director Nicholas Jarecki’s 
debut feature, “Arbitrage,” was 
inspired by the 2007 financial-sector 
meltdown, but it has a classic theme. 
The drama, starring Richard Gere 
as a hedge-fund manager who’s 
juggling business and personal 
crises, raises timeless questions 
about personal responsibility. 

“It’s a lot of people doing the 
wrong thing for the right reasons,” 
says Jarecki of his characters. “The 
theme of the film is: What will 
you trade?” 

Wearing a dark suit that 
looks more Wall Street than 
Hollywood, Jarecki explains that 
the two American power centers are 
parts of his heritage. His parents 
are commodity-trading veterans, 
while his older half brothers, 
Eugene and Andrew, directed 
such documentaries as “Why 
We Fight” and “Capturing the 
Friedmans.” 

Nicholas Jarecki also worked 
on docs before making his fiction 
debut. But the path that led him to 
“Arbitrage” actually began when 
he was a teenage computer ace, 
hired as a consultant for “Hackers,” 
a fairly bad 1995 Angelina Jolie 


flick. 

“When I was 16, 1 got to see a 
film being put together. My job 
was basically to hang out with 
Angelina Jolie,” Jarecki says. “I 
noticed that she seemed to respect 
this man called the director, so I 
thought, 'OK, that’s what I’ve got 
to do now.’” 

Almost 20 years later, Jarecki 


did it, with a sterling cast that 
includes Susan Sarandon and Brit 
Marling. The actors rehearsed for a 
month, which is rare in film, and in 
the process redefined the script. 

“I had seen the movie in my 
head a couple thousand times,” 
Jarecki says. “I was actually bored 
of it. And then the actors come 
in and give it a different thing. I 


would rewrite the script with them 
to suit what we felt was strong. 
Richard particularly had a way of 
playing this character, a Clintonian 
charm.” 

Opposite that charisma, 
the director cast Tim Roth as a 
resentful cop and Nate Parker as 
a young man indebted to Gere’s 
character. They, too, Jarecki 
says, must answer the movie’s 
fundamental question: “Will you 
give up your power to hang on to 
your last shred of humanity?” 

That the question is considered 
by anyone at all means there’s 
a sliver of hope, mark jenkins

Menu Inspiration 

Chef Fabio Trabocchi runs one of 
Washington’s most-buzzed-about 
restaurants. But on weekday mornings, 
a different Trabocchi’s food gets most 
of the scrutiny.

Why? These are school lunches with 
a twist.

planned. I prepare it on a plate first, 
and then I cut it and put it all together 
in a box. 

So, you plate the food first? 

Sometimes, yes, so they see it. I think 
the visual is so important. Visual sells. 
They help me in the morning ... They 
help me put it all together. So they see it, 
and they might ask, “Can I please have 
some more corn? Can I have some more 
grapes?” Then I put it in the container. 
So when they see it cut and all mixed 
together in the lunch box, when they 
open the box, they don’t think, “What is 
this?” They know exactly what it is. 

You’ve mentioned that not every kid is 
going to like every food the first time 
they try it. It takes many times of being 


to get things for me. So if 
I ask for eggplant, they 
know what the eggplant 
looks like. If you make 
the kids part of it, they 
enjoy it much more than if 
they don’t know what they’re 
getting. 

How well does fish hold up 
in a lunch box? 

It holds up well, because here people 
eat very early. If we were in Europe, 

I think I would have to change my 
method. Kids here eat lunch at, like, 

II at school. So if they start at 8:30, 9, 
it’s just been made. It’s still hot in the 
container. They don’t eat it cold, and 
it’s still flavorful. 

Do they get a dessert for lunch? 

Lots of fruit. To me, fruit and dessert are 
equivalent. I grew up always getting a 
piece of fruit after my meal, every single 
time. Fruit has sugar, so it satisfies the 
craving a little bit. 

About tweeting your lunch boxes: Do 
you have a lot of followers? 

Not really. I find it funny, in a way, my 
lunch box ... Moms follow me, I think, 
and they find it interesting. Maybe they 
get ideas, maybe not, maybe they think 
I’m sort of snobby. I don’t know. 

Have they ever come home and 
said, “The other kids have different 
lunches. Why can’t we have lunches 
like theirs?” 

Yes, all the time. There was a time 
last year when I gave them octopus 
for lunch. That didn’t go very well. 
All the other kids went, “Eeew.” And 
my son is like, “All the other kids 
have sandwiches; why can’t I have 
a sandwich?” He was so annoyed, 
because then apparently the teacher 
asked them to spell “octopus,” and 
nobody got it right, jane touzalin 

(THE WASHINGTON POST) 


‘There was a time last year when I gave them 
octopus for lunch. That didn’t go very well.” 


What would a typical lunch box contain? 

Today I made skate, prosciutto with 
grilled bread, with tomatoes, stracchino 
cheese ... and fresh figs, sliced. And I 
put some Swiss chard in it, too, which 
they don’t mind in a sandwich. They see 
green, they think it’s lettuce. They eat 
it, the mix is good, it tastes good, they 
don’t fuss about it. I think if I told them 
they were just having celery for lunch, 
they’d be, “Why? I want something 
more fun.” 

You make their lunch every day? 

I do. Our family time is the morning; 
we can’t do family time in the evening, 
because we are here [at Fiola]. So we 
have breakfast together, and while we’re 
having breakfast, I prepare their lunch, 
their famous lunch box. 

How long does it take you to prepare 
two lunch boxes? 

Fifteen minutes. I already have all 
the stuff in the fridge. It’s all already

Still Heating Up 



Cusbah brings Indian 
and Pakistani cuisine 
to the gLobaL array of 
restaurants on H St. 

It’s hard not to stand in amazement 
at the transformation of H Street 
NE. What was once a boulevard 
of broken dreams — a riot-scarred 
stretch of buildings whose denizens 
were often content to live on fried- 
fish sandwiches and tall boys — is 
now a United Nations of foreign 
cuisines. 

You can walk down the 
revitalized street and sample foods 
whose origins trace to Japan, 
France, Ethiopia, Belgium, ^ 
Britain, Jamaica, IViorocco, 

Ireland, Germany and 
even China, if you count 
those carryouts that cling 
to life in the neighborhood. 

But until Cusbah South Asian 
Spice Bar opened in early August, 
H Street was apparently bereft of 
Indian food. 

“I think I’m the only Indian place, 
which is to our advantage at this 
point in time,” says co-owner Tariq

Hussain, who is also the proprietor 
of the Capitol Hill Tandoor and GriU. 
“But we can’t rely on that.” 

Hussain has smartly hedged 
his bets with Cusbah, 
^ which, like so many 
restaurants along the 
corridor, understands 
the primacy of alcohol. 
Hussain’s bar revels in its 
multiple personalities: It 
offers signature cocktails as well 
as South Asian takes on such classics 
as the Sidecar and Cosmopolitan. 
But it also allows you to belly up to 
the counter both inside the small, 
stylish dining room and outside 
on the boisterous patio. 


The place even has its own 
variation on wings and beer: a 
$5 special of PBR paired with 
a flaky and fragrantly spiced 
vegetable samosa. You won’t miss 
the Buffalo sauce. The pairing 
underscores Hussain’s vision to 
freely intermingle the cooking 
of India and Pakistan, where the 
body is a temple, with the vices of 
the West, where the body is just a 
piece of equipment to be abused in 
this extreme sport called life. The 
Western side of Cusbah is more 
polished at this point. 

But then again, when I visited 
Cusbah in mid-August, the kitchen 
was still pacing itself, serving a 
compact version of what will be a fliU 
menu of Punjabi-influenced dishes. 
Still, money spent is money spent, 
and the “authentic” spicing of my 
palakpaneer was more IVlidwestern 
than subcontinental, while the 
chicken tikka appetizer was as dry 
as dog kibble. The lamb vindaloo, 
however, was as fiery as advertised.

In Toronto, the Oscar | 
campaign season 
kicks off in earnest 

Film 

While “2016: Obama’s America” 
and “Fahrenheit 9/11” duke it out 
on the hustings to become Amer- 
ica’s all-time No. 1 political docu- 
mentary, the cinematic version of a 
political convention is taking place 
farther north, in the neutral terri- 
tory known as Canada. 

The Toronto International 
Film Festival, which began last 
Thursday and wraps up Sunday, 
is known as many things: a com- 
prehensive, carefully curated grab 
bag of the best films on that year’s 
festival circuit; a warm, unsnob - 
by venue where everyday cine- 
philes — not just industry insid- 
ers and critics — can see scads of 
important films; a massive press 
junket, where stars as diverse as 
Johnny Depp, Zac Efron and Bill 
Murray make themselves avail- 
able for interviews, press confer- 
ences and photo ops with profes- 
sionals and fans alike. 

Like the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic conventions that immedi- 
ately precede it every four years, 
Toronto (or TIFF, for short) has 
also become an all-important con- 
fab during which candidates show 
their stuff to constituents, kicking 
off months during which massive 
amounts of money will be spent. 
The goal, in this case, isn’t the 
White House but an all-important 
Oscar. After crucial trail stops at 


festivals in Venice and Telluride, 
it’s in Toronto that the campaign 
begins in earnest. 

The stakes are high: For the mid- 
range movies that often make their 
debuts in Toronto, the season of fes- 
tival, critics’ and industry awards 
that leads to the Oscars presents a 
chance to gain publicity that they 
otherwise couldn’t afford. 

More than a few films are 
well-positioned to leave Toronto 


with the Big Mo. “Argo,” a politi- 
cal thriller starring and directed 
by Ben Affleck, possesses all the 
elements of a Best Picture can- 
didate, including a terrific story 
that ratchets into a nerve-rack- 
ing nail-biter. 

Paul Thomas Anderson’s hotly 
anticipated period drama “The 
Master” will surely earn nomi- 
nations for Best Picture, direc- 
tion and acting in light of indelible 


performances by Joaquin Phoenix 
as a troubled World War II veter- 
an and Philip Seymour Hoffman 
as the self-made religious leader 
who tries to heal him. 

Like “Looper,” Rian Johnson’s 
spirited, bracingly inventive science- 
fiction adventure, “The Master” 
touches on themes of time travel, 
morality and human perfectibility. 
The two films also hew to an inde- 
pendent financing model that is now 
the only way for midbudget, adult- 
oriented films to get made. 

“You see it more and more 
these days,” Johnson says. “And to 
me that’s really exciting, especially 
as a science-fiction fan. There are 
filmmakers out there who, when 
they’re working in that [mid- 
budget] range, they have enough 
money to accomplish something 
very interesting visually but not 
so much money to where the 
interesting ideas start getting 
squashed. That’s the sweet spot.”

And Guy, 74, a six-time Gram- 
my winner, “has influenced virtu- 
ally everyone who has picked up an 
electric guitar in the last half cen- 


tury,” Rubenstein said. 

If there is a theme for the Ken- 
nedy Center Honors this year, it 
perhaps is the notion of artists at 
work, plying their crafts at a point 
in their careers where they could 
rest on their laurels. 

Hoffman said that he thought 
the honor might come around 
when he was 90. Not, say, for the 
body of work he has amassed, 
which includes best actor Acade- 
my Awards for “Kramer vs. Kram- 
er” and “Rain Man.” 

Because Hoffman, 75, is driven, 
intense and famously contemplative 
about the human condition, talk of 
the Honors becomes an impassioned 
meditation on worthiness, aging 
and creative imperatives. 

“You want me to be honest?” 
Hoffman asked. “Part of you is hon- 
ored, and the other part of you feels 
like they are eulogizing you. You’ve 
gotta make sure that you remind 
yourself that it ain’t over. They 
should call it a half-lifetime achieve-
